I  therein 
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I  therein  pledged  myfelf  to  the  Reader,  that 
whenever  I  fhould,  upon,  fure  and  certain 
grounds,  be  convinced,  that  the  golden  hopes, 
which  upon  my  own  experience,  and  the  expe¬ 
rience  of  fome  others,  I  had  conceived  of  the 
reality  of  this  matter,  had  altogether  proved 
deluhve  —  I  would,  with  equal  candor,  in  the 
fame  public  manner,  recant  what  I  had  ad¬ 
vanced,  tho*  to  the  overturning  of  a  fydem, 
which  with  too  much  hafte  perhaps,  but  with  a 
very  good  intention,  I  had  adopted  ■  — 

Somewhat  above  a  twelvemonth  has  now 
elapfed,  fince  the  above  publication,  and  I  am 
to  thank  God,  that  in  the  place  of  any  fuch  re¬ 
cantation,  I  have  all  the  reafon  imaginable, 
upon  the  cooled  judgement  to  declare,  that 
time  has  rather  brightened  my  hopes,  and  if  not 
abfolutely  edablifhed,  has  exceedingly  drength- 
ened  my  opinion  of  the  practicability — to  cure 
— or  at  lead  mightily  to  relieve— the  Gout— ^ 

I  was  not  to  feek  at  my  fird  embarkation 
upon  this  plan,  and  I  have  not  been  deceived 
in  my  expectations,  that  I  fhould  be  conddered, 
adventuroully,  and  in  the  opinion  perhaps  of 
not  a  few,  prefumptuoufly  oppofing  myfelf  to 
the  united  intereds  and  prejudices  of  the  diffe¬ 
rent

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rent  orders  of  the  Faculty  of  Phyfic;  and  to 
the  fplenetic  objeflions  of  certain  of  my  Gouty 
Brethren,  who  had  in  like  manner,  laid  it  clown 
as  an  axiom — that  it  was  not  within  the  reach 
of  medicine  to  cure,  or  even  fafely  in  any  con¬ 
fide  r  able  degree  to  relieve: — -the  Gout  *—

This  reflexion  might  perhaps  have  operated 
upon  many  a  more  paffive  fpirit  than  myfelf- — 
But  a  reflexion  founded  in  timidity,  and  a 
lervile  adherence  to  an  indeed  general,  but  moft 
uncomfortable  doflrine,  little  availed  with  me, 
againfl  a  defign,  by  which  I  had  conceived 
hopes,  of  rendering  fervice  to  the  interefts  of 
humanity  and  benevolence  — 

Confcious  therefore  of  the  reflitude  and  pu¬ 
rity  of  my  motives,  in  offering  to  the  Gouty 
Reader,  the  little  body  of  evidence  I  had  here¬ 
tofore  colledfed,  I  can  fafely  declare,  I  am  per- 
feflly  at  peace  \ with  myjelf — —But  I  can  declare 
further — that  I  am  at  peace  likewife  with  thofe 
' — who  in  print  have  traduced,  have  abufed, 

have  grofsly  misrepreiented  me- - Confident 

that  I  could  have  taken  no  pride  in  the  applaufe 
of  perfons  to  whom  my  Pamphlet  was  not  ad- 
dreffed — it  would  be  weaknefs  not  to  be  indif¬ 
ferent  about  their  cenfure. 
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If  I  have  any  thing  to  deplore  in  the  part  I 
have  taken,  in  publicly  recommending  the 
Gout  Medicine  of  Le  Fevre — it  is  this  circum- 
flance — that  it  has  difclofed  to  me  a  truth,  which 
I  could  have  wifhed  for  ever  to  have  remained 
unapprized  of,  viz.  that  there  is  more  ill-nature 
in  mankind,  than  a  Philanthropid  could  have 
fufpedted  ■  — - 

Full  many  a  credulous  and  bufy  wight,  have 
I  had  occaiion  perfonally  to  undeceive,  who 
with  not  the  moll  diftant  interell  to  biafs  him, 
I  have  found  fpreading  the  tale  of  fallhood,  to 
the  difad  vantage  of  Le  Fevre ’s  Medicine — and 
—with  as  eager  a  fellivity,  as  tho’  the  torture 
of  the  arthritic  world  had  been  his  peculiar 
enjoyment — — -That  there  fhould  thus  exift 
volunteers  in  mifchief,  is  I  confefs,  with  me  a 
melancholy  confideration — Tut  I  can  fay  even 
to  thefe  alfo* — Peace  to  alljuch  — - 

It  were  a  matter  perhaps,  of  the  lad  infigni- 
ficancy,  to  go  about  to  corredl  the  errors  of 
the  credulous,  or  to  diferedit  the  rumours  of 
the  malignant,  did  the  confequences  arifing 
from  the  one  or  the  other  fpirit,  extend  no  far¬ 
ther  than  the  party  who  was  made  the  fubje6t 
of  it— For  example,  to  me  is  it  of  little  or  no 

moment 
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moment— to  be  reported  dead — at  the  point  to 
die —or  laid  up  in  a  dreadful  fit  of  the  Gout  of 
four  months  duration — and  to  my  face  it  has 
been  repeatedly  affirmed,  that  I  was  actually 
lying  in  each  of  thefe  fituations- — I  fay,  did  the 
confequence  of  all  this  reft  merely  with  myfelf, 
the  report  would  fcarcely  be  worth  cont radio¬ 
ing  — — 

For— what  matters  it  to  me  in  what  ftate  I 

am  fuppofed  to  be — fo  long,  as  I  am  myfelf 

confcious,  that  I  am  at  the  inftant  in  a  ftate  of 

perfefi  health — have  enjoyed  longer  intervals 

of  exemption  from  the  Gout  than  I  have  been 

heretofore  wont  to  enjoy - That  the  fits  with 

which  I  have  been  vifited,  fince  my  taking  the 

powders,  have  been  of  diminifhed  feverity— 

and  thofe  fits  attended  with  new  and  favoura-

ble  fymptoms  ?— — * 

So  again — of  not  the  leaf!  conftderation  is 
it  to  the  unfortunate  viflim — whether  the  late 
Lady  Teynham  fell  a  martyr  to  the  pernicious 
qualities  of  Doctor  Le  Fevre’s  Gout  Powders 
— or  to  the  opium  contained  in  an  over  dofe 
of  the  roman  treacle  taken  to  procure  fleep, 
of  which  the  acutenefs  of  a  gouty  paroxyfm  v 
had  for  fome  nights  deprived  her — —But  it  is 
of  importance  to  DoGor  Le  Fevre’s  patients, 

and 
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and  to  the  Gouty  World  in  general,  to  be  in¬ 
formed  how  this  matter  really  hands - To  be 

told  that  in  the  opinion  of  a  Lady  of  excellent 
judgement  and  allured  veracity — from  whom  I 
receive  the  information  that  Lady  T ey nharrfs 
death  is  by  no  means  chargeable  to  the  account 
of  Le  Fevre’s  medicine  — 

This  Lady  was  an  intimate  acquaintance  of 
the  late  Lady  Teynham’s — Ihe  had  been  a  fre¬ 
quent  witnefs  of  the  deftradtive  progrefs  made 
by  the  Gout  in  her  Ladyflhip's  conflitution,  for 
feveral  preceding  years,  and  the  very  falutary 
effedfs  that  had  difplaved  themfelves,  fubfe- 
quent  to  her  taking  the  Powders  —

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peared- — The  confequence  was — that  the 
vis  vitas  was  too  far  diminished,  for  the  powers 
of  medicine,  to  recal  back  the  diforder  from 
the  head,  to  the  teats  it  had  before  poflefled 
— and  death  enfued - -

If  I  may  feem  at  all  eccentric,  in  fo  particu- 
lai  a  mention  of  my  Lady  Teynham’s  cafe — — 
the  reader  will,  I  hope,  pardon  me,  upon  this 
confideration  that  I  mean  the  diredlion  of  it, 
not  only  to  thofe,  who  have  been,  or  may  be¬ 
come  Patients  to  Doclor  Le  Fevre,  but  to  the 

Gouty  World  in  general - It  is  intended  as  an 

intimation,  how  hazardous  it  may  prove  in  fits 
of  the  Gout,  to  ufe  opium  under  any  form 
whatsoever,  except  with  the  greateft  referve, 
and  by  the  advice,  and  in  the  prefence  of  fome 
difereet  perfon  of  the  Faculty _ ,

Convinced  in  my  own  mind,  that  it  is  of 
ferious  import  to  the  gouty  part  of  mankind,  to 
have  candidly  and  impartially  hated,  the  pro- 
giefs  of  this  extraordinary  medicine,  I  have 
been  induced  again  to  lay  before  them,  what¬ 
ever  has  occurred  to  myfelf,  or  reached  my 
notice,  relative  to  its  farther  hifiory _ 

Regularly  and  difpaffionately  attentive  to 
what  effedls  the  Gout-powders  have  produced 

in 
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in  my  own  cafe,  and  conflitution,  I  am  cer¬ 
tainly  better  able,  to  fpeak  of  them,  with  fome 
degree  of  precifion,  than  I  was  in  my  former 
publication  * — — 

So  again,  having  been  at  fome  pains  and 
expence,  to  procure  from  Liege,  for  the  afcer- 
tainment  of  my  own  hopes,  authenticated  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  hate  of  the  Doflor  s  patients  in 
that  City,  I  have  thought  it,  a  duty  of  huma¬ 
nity  to  communicate  thefe  accounts  to  the 


If  an  ardent  deiire  to  render  fervice  to  my 
fellow  -  fuffe  re  rs  by  the  Gout,  had  at  fir  ft  en¬ 
gaged  me,  to  venture  forth  into  print,  the 
Champion,  as  fome  have  affefted  pleafantly  to 
fiile  me,  of  Le  Fevre's  medicine — -—This  cir- 
cumftance  has  created  a  kind  of  incumbency 
upon  me  to  proceed  — — — * 

It  has  entailed  upon  me  confequences  which 
I  did  not  forefee,  not  a  little  interruptive  of 
my  own  eafe  and  tranquility  —— 

My  thoughts,  and  my  time  have  been  una¬ 
voidably,  for  this  year  paft,  not  a  little  em¬ 
ployed  upon  a  fubjedl,  which  thofe  who  are 
difpofed  to  be  captious,  may  confider,  as  totally

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out  of  my  province  — And  in  particular,  am  I 
reduced  to  the  dilemma,  of  either  again  ap¬ 
pearing  under  the  difagreeable  chara6ler  of — 

The  little  hero  of  my  own  talc — or  of  feeming  to 
give  up  a  caufe,  1  had  undertaken,  from  a 
motive  of  public  good  to  fupport — fo  long  as 
it  continued,  to  have  truth  on  its  fide,  to  juftify 
me  in  my  efpoufal  of  it  — 

May  I  trefpafs  a  few  moments  longer  upon

the  readers  patience  ? — I  find  it  but  too  necef- 
fary  to  afk  this  indulgence ■— — There  is  a  point 
it  feems,  as  a  very  long  letter  I  juft  now  re¬ 
ceive  informs  me,  to  be  previoufly  fettled  be¬ 
tween  the  reader  and  myfelf,  before  we  enter 
upon  the  main  fubje6l  - - 

I  am  challenged  with  having  the  laft  fum- 
mer  made  a  formal  recantation  of  the  fyftem, 

I  had  adventured  publicly  to  maintain— the 
practicability  of  curing  the  Gout  —  by  Le 
Fevre's  Powders  * — -  This  charge  I  deny  — 
It  will  be  allowed  me  to  ft  ate  the  circum- 
ftances  — — 

The  reader  of  my  former  Pamphlet  will  be 
pleafed  to  recollect  that  the  utmoft  advanced  nv 
it  was — the  probability  of  effecting  this  great

defideratum — the  curability  of  a  horrid  difeafe 

by  Monfieur  Le  Fevre's  Medicine - That  I 

never  did  either  publicly  or  privately  furrender 
up  my  hopes,  that  this  might  be  finally  accom- 
plilhed — -I  utterly  difavow— All  I  did  fur* 
render  was — my  belief  that  this  important 
matter  had  been  already  accomplifhed — in  the 
perfon  of  Mr.  Robinfon  — - 

Moll  true  it  is — that  in  my  Narrative  of 
Mr.  Robinfon's  cafe — this  Gentleman  was  re- 
prefented,  as  abfolutely  cured  of  his  clilorder 
- — And  for  this  reprefentation,  I  had  authority 
fufficient  to  vindicate  me  in  the  judgement  of 
any  man  of  the  nicell  honour  — But  Mr.  Ro¬ 
binfon  was  himfelf  deceived  —  The  Gout, 
contrary  to  his  expectations,  again  made  its 
appearance  — - 

Of  this  circumftance  I  was  no  fooner  cer¬ 
tainly  informed— than  I  gave  immediate  notice 
of  it  to  my  Bookfeller — and  llopt  the  fale  of 

the  fecond  edition  of  the  Pamphlet - 1  in- 

11  ruffed  alfo  Mr.  Griffin,  to  fhew  freely  the 
particulars  of  Mr.  Robin  Ion's  fit  to  any  perfon 
who  might  have  curiofity  to  call  for  them— 
but  I  gave  no  authority  for  any  news-paper 
paragraph  - - — 


Never 
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Never  having  entertained  a  thought  of  be* 
tray  mg  the  Reader  into  the  flighted:  deception 
* — I  willingly,  at  the  hazard  of  any  lofs  to  my- 
felf,  in  the  Pamplet’s  not  paying  the  expence 
of  its  publication — retraced  this  particular  er¬ 
ror— but  this  was  all  the  error  I  meant  to  re* 
tract  — > — - 

The  full  amount  of  Mr.  Robinfon's  fit,  an 
exa£t  flate  of  which  will  be  feen  under  the 
continuation  of  his  cafe,  I  was  well  apprized 
of  — ■  And  I  profefs,  it  no  more  operated  to 
the  deftroyal  of  my  own  hopes,  than  it  did  to 
the  preventing  of  a  treaty,  carried  on  by  thofe 
who  knew  every  ciicumftance  of  Mr.  Robin- 
fon’s  returning  Gout,  for  Le  Fevre’s  firft  jour¬ 
ney  from  Liege  to  this  Country  * — — 1 

My  full  conviction  of  ( 1  hope)  a  very  par¬ 
donable  miftake,  has  been  of  advantage  to  me 
- — -If  it  has  produced  no  repentance  of  my 
former  literary  fin,  as  I  know  feme  have 
termed  it — nor  even  forbearance  of  once  more 
tranfgrefling,  if  they  will  pleafe  to  have  it  fo, 
in  a  fecond  inftance-— it  has  at  lead:  taught  me 
circumfpection — It  has  occafioned  me  to  re¬ 
view,  with  the  mod  rigid  feverity,  whatever, 
thro’  hurry  and  inadvertency,  may  have  here- 

B  %  tofore 
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tofore  efcaped  me- and  it  has  the  rather  de¬ 
termined  me  in  the  propriety  of  the  prefent 
publication  — — 

To  purfue  then  the  plan  of  candor  I  pre- 
fcribe  to  myfelf,  I  am  free  to  confefs,  that  in 
the  recital  of  my  own  cafe  in  my  former  little 
treatife— I  have  exprelfed  myfelf  too  fanguinely 
— —In  particular,  I  perceive,  and  I  take  fhame 
to  myfelf  for  it,  that  I  have  thrown  out  fome- 
thing  very  like  an  intimation,  that  the  virulence 
of  my  Gout,  had  received  fo  confiderable  a 
check  by  the  efficacy  of  Le  Fevre’s  medicine, 
as  to  be  hardening  on  without  any  farther  fe- 
vere  fit  of  the  diforder,  towards  its  final  ex¬ 
tinction  — — 

To  fpeak  ingenuoufly,  I  had  flattered  myfelf 
in  this  point,  far  beyond  any  right,  I  had  au¬ 
thority  from  the  Dodfor  to  affume - He  had 

bid  me  prepare  myfelf  to  expedt  feveral  fmai t 
fits,  of  the  kind  to  which  I  had  been  accuf- 
tomed,  each  indeed  lefs  violent  than  the  prece¬ 
ding  one :  — after  which,  and  not  before,  the 
diforder  fhould  receive  its  complete  annihilation 
— — But  the  former  part  of  this  prediction,  I 
mufl  acknowledge,  I  was  not  prepared  for- 
in  the  full  fenfe  he  meant  it  — 


In 
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In  the  gaiety  of  a  too  fervent  hope,  I  had 
allowed  myfelf — to  confider  the  feveral  flight 
attacks  I  had  experienced,  during  my  refidence 
at  Liege,  and  within  the  compafs  of  the  two 
firffc  months  after  my  return  to  England,  as 
falling  within  the  line  of  Le  Fevre's  prognofti- 

cation - But,  it  is  moll  true,  that  I  wasfoon 

after  convinced  of  my  error,  and  experimen¬ 
tally  made  to  know,  that  the  Gout  is  an  enemy 
not  fo  ealily  fubdued  - — — 

For  upon  the  8th  of  March  of  the  year 
1770,  I  was  feized  with  a  regular  fit  of  this 
diforder,  which  vifited  me  in  the  courfe  of  it, 

in  almojl  all  its  ancient  forms - It  made  its 

fir  ft  approaches  in  its  original  feat,  my  right- 
hand,  drifting  from  thence  to  the  left  — -  From 
thefe  parts  it  defended  to  my  feet  and  knees 
—  from  whence  it  afterwards  proceeded  to  both 
elbows,  diffufing  itfelf  into  both  fhoulders, 
and  in  a  very  flight  degree,  to  fome  parts  of 
the  back - 

The  pain  was  indeed  fomewhat  lefs  acute 
than  formerly,  but  it  was  extended,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  into  fo  many  different  parts,  as  to  render 
me  incapable  of  riling  from  my  bed,  for  the 
fpace  of  four  nights,  and  as  many  days  — — 


It 
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It  may  be  remembered,  that  the  month  of 
March  of  the  laft  year  was  particularly  fevere 
—  It  was  as  much  therefore  as  ever  nature 
could  effedl,  addled  by  the  operation  of  the 
medicine,  to  luftain  itfelf  from  buffering  a  re- 
lapfe ;  the  Gout  making  frequent  unfuccefsful 
attempts,  during  a  three  weeks  confinement  to 
the  houfe,  to  regain  poffeffion  of  fome  of  the 
parts  it  had  at  firft  attacked - — ■ 

And  in  particular,  it  was  with  great  reluc¬ 
tance,  that  it  feemed  to  quit  the  region  of  the 
{boulders —  each  of  which  was  almoft  every 
night  the  fubjedl  of  very  uneafy  fenfations- — • 
por  was  it  till  fome  time  after  my  ability  to 
refume  the  exercifes  of  walking  and  riding, 
that  thefe  articulations  recovered  their  eafe  and 
freedom  —— * 

The  Reader  will  pleafe  to  obferve,  that  in 
the  foregoing  account,  in  deferibing  the  uni- 
verfality  of  the  fit,  I  have  made  ufe  of  the 
word  ahnojl — The  exception  confifled  in  thefe 
circum fiances  —  that  I  had  not  the  flighted

tinflure  of  the  Gout  in  my  ftomach  —  The 
pleura  or  internal  membrane  of  the  bread, 
which  of  late  years  had  never  efcaped  being 
the  feat  of  a  very  acute,  and  perhaps  alarming 

pain, 
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pain,  remained  free  from  the  lead  gouty  fen* 

fation - And  a  part,  in  which  I  have  gene* 

rally  differed  the  mod  agonizing  torture,  ex- 
aflly  where  the  thigh  is  connected  with  the 
trunk,  which  I  conceive  to  be  the  articulation 
of  the  os  femoris,  continued  entirely  exempt 
from  any  painful  vifitation - • 

The  other  indances  in  which  this  fit  dif¬ 
fered  effentially  from  thofe  to  which  I  have 
been  fo  frequently  expoled,  before  my  becom¬ 
ing  Doflor  Le  Fevre’s  patient,  are  —  that  its 
didance,  viz,  fix  months,  from  the  lad  general 
attack,  was  at  lead  increafed  in  the  proportion 
of  three  to  two- — at  the  fame  time  that  the  vi¬ 
olence  of  the  didemper  was  proportionally  di¬ 
mini  Ihed  — 

Again — I  had  very  little  fever  during  the 
moments  of  even  the  acuted  paroxyfm— and 
thofe  burning  fweats,  which  had  heretofore 
condituted  a  very  principal  part  of  the  grie¬ 
vance  of  each  periodical  return  of  my  Gout, 
never  once  made  their  appearance  — - 

The  fecretion  of  urine  was  uncommonly 
abundant — it  was  turbid,  and  of  an  unufual 
colour  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  fit,  and 

in 
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in  a  few  days  depolited  a  fediment,  with  me 
as  unprecedented  in  quality,  as  in  quantity, 
being  of  the  fame  tindure  with  the  water, 
namely,  a  light  purpleilh  powder  * - — 

To  which  I  can  with  great  certainty  add, 
that  the  comequent  debilitude  of  the  feet  was 
by  no  means  fimilar  to  what  I  had  before  ex¬ 
perienced  ;  having  been  able,  upon  my  very 
firft  arifing  from  my  bed,  to  walk  the  fpace  of 
two  apartments,  without  the  afliflance  of 
crutches,  or  even  a  flick,  or  indeed  any  fup- 
port  whatfoever - — 

And  what  I  confefs,  was  to  me  a  very  agree¬ 
able  furprize,  I  recovered  in  feven  or  eight 
weeks,  as  good  a  capability  of  walking,  as  I 
had  enjoyed  before  this,  as  it  has  been  repre- 
fented  by  the  enemies  of  the  Gout^remedy, 
tremendous  vifitation  — — —

From  this  period  to  the  latter  end  of  the  Iaft 
December  of  the  fame  year,  I  enjoyed  an  in¬ 
terval  of  the  mod  florid  health,  interrupted 
only  by  a  fever  attended  with  fome  flight 
pleuretic  fymptoms,  in  confequence  of  a  cold 
caught  in  London,  which  I  had  very  impru¬ 
dently  negleded  — . . . - 


I  de- 


I  derived  however  this  advantage  from  my 
careleflnefs,  that  I  am  able,  from  my  own  ex¬ 
perience,  to  explode  the  notion,  that  during 
the  operation  of  Le  Fevre’s  Powders,  the  ex- 
poling  them  to  an  encounter  with  other  medi¬ 
cines,  given  to  refill  the  incurlion  of  any  dif¬ 
ferent  diforder,  from  which  it  is  not  pretended

The  little  regard  due  to  this  flag  of  terror, 
which  has  been  very  artfully  difplayed,  I  am, 
I  thank  Providence,  myfelf  an  example — For 
I  made  no  fcruple  upon  my  return  into  the 
country,  and  finding  the  fever  arrived  at  a 
height  not  to  be  flighted,  to  apply  myfelf  to 
James’s  Powders,  after  being  previoully  let: 

blood= - The  confequence  was — that  the  fix 

or  feven  dofes  which  I  took  of  this  admirable 
remedy,  inllead  of  undergoing  any  conflict 
with  the  latent  medicine  of  Doflor  Le  Fevre's, 
exerted  its  ufual  beneficial  powers — and  in  a 
few  days,  thro’  the  foie  energy  of  thefe  Pow¬ 
ders,  I  recovered  from  this  fever,  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Apothecary  who  attended  me, 
was  by  no  means  contemptible  ■ - 

I  will  not  pretend  to  fay,  that  all  along  this 
interval  of  nine  months,  an  interval  of  ex- 
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eruption  from  the  Gout,  to  me  unprecedented , 
fmce  my  fird  acquaintance  with  the  didemper, 
that  I  was  obnoxious  to  no  arthritic  pungen¬ 
cies,  nor  fometimes  to  a  temporary  lamenefs, 
or  that  I  ever  walked  with  the  fame  degree  of 
firmnefs  as  a  perfefily  found  man - - 

I  make  no  fuch  boafl — On  the  contrary,  at 
feveral  times,  in  the  months  of  July  and  Au~ 
gull  lad,  in  one  or  other  of  which,  I  have 
never  before  efcaped  a  mod  dreadful  fife,  I  was 
fenfible,  the  Gout  made  vigorous,  tho5  unfuc- 
cefsful  efforts,  to  affert  its  wonted  dominion 
. —  and  what  is  extremely  remarkable,  but  at 
die  fame  time  dridlly  true,  that  for  feveral  little 
periods  during  thefe  months,  the  urinary  fe~ 
cretion  was  confiderably  augmented,  without 
any  affignable  caufe,  but  the  continuing  opera¬ 
tion  of  Le  Fevre’s  Medicine - 

Indeed  in  this  obfervation,  that  the  effeffs 
of  the  Powders  remained  yet  in  the  circulation, 
I  am  the  more  confirmed — from  the  fame  cir- 
cumdances  happening  fome  little  time  after

For  upon  any  encreafed  motion,  either  from 
walking  or  riding,  the  fame  gentle  glow,  and 
afterwards  hidden  guffies  of  perfpirable  matter 
uniformly  enfued,  as  had  happened  in  the 
hi  ft  months  after  taking  the  Gout- medicine  — — « 

I  infill  the  more  flrenuoully  upon  my  ab- 
iolute  certainty  in  this  point — this  wonderful 
quality  ol  Le  Fevre's  Medicine,  to  continue  its 
pei  ce iv able  operations  upon  the  fyftem,  many 
months  after  taking  it- — becaufe,  amongll  the 
other,  and  thole  contrary  charges  imputed  to> 
thefe  Powders,  by  the  jealous  Tons  of  vLfcu- 
lapius-  one  is — that  they  produce  no  opera¬ 
tion  at  alb  and  arc  in  effefl — -mere  Powders  of 
Pojl  — — 

Happy  a  (Tertians  thefe  for  the  Patients  of: 
Dodlor  Le  Fevre!  For  thus  whilll  one  party 
of  thefe  Gentlemen,  as  dogmatically  decide, 
that  the  Gout-medicine  is  likely  to  produce  the 
moll  dangerous  and  deleterious  effedls,  another 
party  as  dogmatically  acquit  it  of  this  defp  crate 
indidlment,  by  proving,  with  equal  ffiew  of 

argument-  its  incapability  to  produce  any— 
effeft  at  all  — 
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It  mav  be  remembered,  that  if  this  Medicine

operates  regularly,  and  as  it  ought,  according 
to  the  account  Le  Fevre  gives  of  it,  its  procefs 
is,  gradually  to  diminilh  the  gouty  virus,  fo  as 
to  render  each  fucceffive  fit  fhorter,  and  more 
gentle  than  the  foregoing  — 

Whatever  exceptions,  as  exceptions  there 
will  be  in  all  medical  fyftems,  may  have  arifen 
to  this  general  rule,  amidll  a  multitude  of 
cafes,  I  am  fo  happy  as  to  have  no  caufe  to 
rank  my  cafe  in  the  number— With  me,  I 
thank  God,  the  procefs  of  the  Gout-powders, 
in  this  inflance,  have  been  ftri&Iy  according 
to  the  Doftor  $  predicament - - 

For  after  an  unwonted  interval  of  full  nine 
months — at  the  latter  end  of  December  1770, 
I  had  a  very  fatisfadlory  experience  of  the  de¬ 
clining  virulence  of  my  gouty  diforder — with 
refpefl  to  its  univerfality,  the  intenfenefs  of 
the  pain,  and  the  duration  of  the  fit  — * 

For  upon  a  fecond  regular  attack,  at  this 
feafon,  neither  was  the  painful  fenfibility  fo 
generally  diffufed,  the  confinement  to  the  houfe 
fo  long  as  before,  nor  the  confequent  debilitude 
in  my  feet  by  any  means  comparable  to  the 

weaknefs 
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weaknefs  which  had  enfued,  after  the  fit  of 
the  preceding  month  of  March  - - 

This  fit,  began  its  operations  as  ufual  in  my 
right-hand ;  in  the  thumb  and  fore  finger  only 
of  which,  did  I  endure  any  acute  pain— and 

that- — but  for  part  of  one  night - From 

hence  the  Gout  took  its  courfe,  in  a  diredlion 
contrary  to  that  which  it  had  obferved  upon  the 
former  occafion ;  diffufing  itfelf  for  one  whole 
night  into  both  elbows,  and  afterwards  for  the 
like  fpace  of  time  into  both  fhoulders,  with 
fe verity  fufficient  to  deprive  me  of  two  nights 
reft— It  then  vifited  my  left  hand,  both  feet, 
and  one  knee,  but  in  fo  reduced  a  manner, 
that  the  pain  was  very  inconfiderable,  nor  was 
the  fwelling,  inflammation,  or  forenefs  in  ei¬ 
ther  of  thefe  members,  any  more  than  might 
be  expedled,  from  the  accefs  of  a  very  dimi- 
niflied  quantity  of  gouty  matter  — 

My  ftomach,  breaft,  back,  and  every  other 
part  that  before  my  taking  Le  Fevre's  Powders 
had  been  the  fubjedl;  of  much  gouty  vifitation, 
were  alfo  now  exempt  from  the  leaft  attack; 
the  fymptomatic  fever  was  trifling  or  none  at 
all,  neither  had  I  any  return  of  thofe  burning 
fweats,  which  in  preceding  years,  had  very 

principally 
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principally  contributed  to  the  mifery  of  this 

di (order  — — 

In  fhortj  I  can  fafely  affirm,  that  the  fum  of 
the  pain  of  this  winter  fit,  did  not  at  mofl  ex¬ 
ceed  one-third  of  what  I  had  endured  from 
the  Gout,  in  its  much  rougher  vifit,  in  the 
fpring  of  the  fame  year - — 

Add  to  this — my  confinement  to  the  houfe 
was  not  much  more  than  in  the  fame  propor¬ 
tion,  having  been  prevented  officiating  in  my 
pariffi  church  only  one  Sunday,  whereas  upon 
the  former  attack,  I  had  been  compelled  three 
times  to  aik  the  affiftance  of  certain  obliging 
neighbours  — 

It  is  neceffary  to  take  notice  of  a  circum- 
Itance  which  attended  this  fit,  effentially  dif¬ 
ferent  from  a  circumflance  in  other  refpedts 
fimilar  to  it,  which  had  been  one  of  the  new, 
and  unufual  fymptoms  of  the  fpring-fit  — 

Upon  this  occafion,  as  upon  the  former  at¬ 
tack,  the  fecretion  of  urine  was  abundant;  it 
was  turbid,  charged  with  much  gouty  matter, 
and  depofited  a  fediment  as  before,  from  the 
very  beginning  of  the  fit*—— but  in  the  place 

of 
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of  exhibiting  the  like  angry  purpleifh  appear¬ 
ance,  it  was  now  of  the  colour  of  whey,  and 

the  reparation  was  a  white  chalky  powder - - 

In  a  few  days  the  water  refumed  its  ufual 
tranfpareney,  which  it  quitted  only  for  one  day 
and  a  night,  when  it  again  became  troubled, 
and  charged  with  a  glairy  matter,  of  a  browner 
call  than  it  had  at  firft  depofited,  after  which, 
the  urinary  fecretion  returned  to  its  ordinary 
hate  - — — 

I  have  only  to  add,  that  after  this  fit  I  re¬ 
covered  my  appetite  and  countenance  much 
fooner,  than  I  had  done  after  the  former,  and 
in  the  like  favourable  proportion,  regained  a 
capability  of  walking  with  the  fame  tolerable 
degree  of  eafe  and  celerity  I  had  before  en¬ 
joyed — -which  tho’ perceptibly  different  from  the 
firm,  difengaged  ftep  of  an  a61ive  and  un- 
gouty  man,  is  far  luperior  to  any  hopes  I 
could  have  ever  formed  to  myfelf  of  this  kind, 
prior  to  my  acquaintance  with  Le  Fevre  «• — 

A  queftion  may  here  be  very  naturally 
afked  me— which  that  I  may  hold  any  fuch 
inquifitive  Reader  in  not  the  leaf!  fufpence,  I 
will  at  once  very  candidly  refolve  — - - 
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This  queftion  hinges  upon  a  declaration  of 
Le  Fevres,  concerning  his  Medicine,  which,  in 
my  own  judgement,  I  have  long  thought  ex¬ 
tremely  hazardous,  by  which  he  appoints  a 
definitive  period  for  the  final  eradication  of  the 
whole  gouty  virus — or  as  he  terms  it  the  ab- 
folute  extirpation  of  the  very  germ  of  the 
Gout  —  and  this  indifcriminately  to  all  his 
patients  — » 

The  period  afligned  to  me,  as  the  Reader  of 
my  former  Pamphlet  will  recollect,  for  the 
powders  to  produce  their  full  effe6f,  that  is  to 
obtain  a  complete  viQory  over  my  gouty  difor- 
der,  was— the  month  of  May  of  the  prefent 
year  177 1  * — ~ 

As  this  (with  me)  important  epoch  is  now 
very  near  at  hand,  it  may,  I  fay,  be  fairly  de¬ 
manded  of  me,  how  hand  my  hopes  with  re¬ 
gard  to  this  point  ? — Am  I  capable  from  any 
probable  fymptoms  prefumptively  to  conclude, 
that  the  time  is  thus  flattening  on  to  the  period, 
when  the  Gout  fhall  have  taken  its  final  leave 
of  my  confutation  ?  — 

As  I  would  avoid  even  the  appearance  of 
difguife — I  mull  honeflly  reply— -that,  if  I  am 

to 


to  judge  from  my  own  fenfations,  I  have  too 
much  reafon  to  apprehend  that  my  friend  La 
Fevre  hath  been  over-precipitate  in  his  decifion, 
regarding  the  exabt  time  neceffary  to  effedt  a 
complete  evacuation  of  the  gouty  humour. 
In  my  fyftem,  1  muft  acknowledge,  I  Hill  per¬ 
ceive  the  feeds  of  the  Gout  too  apparently  ex¬ 
igent,  for  me  to  entertain  any  hopes,  that  the 
diftemper  is  within  a  month  of  annihilation 
— -At  the  very  time  I  am  now  writing,  I  am 
sufficiently  feniible,  tnat  the  Gout  {till lives  m 
rny  coilftitution— — but  it  does  not  as  heretofore 
— reign  there— That  its  fury  has  received  a 
very  powerful  check,  I  have  not  the  lead;  doubt 
° — and  I  have  the  utmolt  prefumption  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  its  future  attacks,  how  many  I  pre¬ 
fume  not  to  conje&ure,  will  obferve  the  fame 
rule  they  have  hitherto  obferved,  namely,  each 
be  more  moderate  than  the  other  — fo  as  in  the 
end  perhaps  to  terminate,  in  what  the  mathe¬ 
maticians  call  an  evanefcent  quantity— Of  the 
precife  moment  of  this  evanefcen ce,  1  pretend 
not  to  form  any  guefs  - — — 

In  effect-  what  I  have  obferved  in  myfelf, 
during  the  month  of  March  of  the  prefent 
year,  fortifies  me  not  a  little  in  the  opinion — - 
that  my  Gout  is  upon  its  decline 
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It  has  been  mentioned,  that  in  the  fame 
month  of  the  lad  year  1770,  I  differed  by  far 

my  mod  formidable  fit- - Indeed,  I  call  not 

to  mind,  that  fince  my  acquaintance  with  the 
difeafe,  I  have  ever  efcaped  a  fevere  attack  at 

this  feafon - The  Gout,  as  tho*  confcious, 

that  this  is  one  of  the  periods  at  which  it  is  en¬ 
titled  to  make  its  regular  approaches,  has  in  the 
courfe  of  the  prefent  month  of  March  made 
feveral  attempts  to  effehi  a  lodgement  — - 

Upon  the  21ft  it  prefented  itfelf  for  the  fpace 
of  a  day  in  the  ball  of  the  right  foot,  created  a 
temporary  Jamenefs,  attended  with  very  little 
pain,  and  then  difappeared  —  fix  days  after¬ 
wards  this  wicked  didemper  made  a  fimilar  ef¬ 
fort,  in  the  fame  articulation  of  the  left  loot 
- — Here  it  reded,  in  the  like  feeble  manner, 
until  the  30th — when  it  quitted  the  part,  and 
crave  me  during  the  night,  iome  little  uneafmefs 
in  my  led  elbow — -In  the  morning  I  was  in 
hopes  it  had  bidden  me  a  final  adieu  for  this 
time — but  the  next  day,  the  fird  of  April,  it 
acrain  made  a  fourth  endeavour  to  bring  on  a 
fit,  by  once  more  revifiting  the  ball  of  the 
left  foot — — This  attempt  palled  off  in  the 
courfe  of  a  few  hours — and  I  have  fame  realon 
to  datter  myfelf,  that  this  obdmate  enemy  is 

retiring, 
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retiring,  tho’  fullenly,  and  in  a  courfe  to  yield 

the  viftory  to  the  fuperior  powers  of  DoCtor 
Le  Fevre  s  remedy.

Having  now  too  amply  I  fear  trefpaffed  upon 
the  Reader’s  patience  with  my  own  cafe  and 
obfervations,  I  make  room  very  gladly  for  the 
cafes  of  the  Liege  Patients,  four  of  which  have 
already  in  my  former  treatife  been  introduced 

to  his  notice— the  two  others  are  new  to  him _ 

trie  pai  ties  to  whom  they  refer,  having  frone 

thro’  the  feveral  courfes  of  the  Gout-medicine 
Cnee  myfelf - 

It  is  now  verging  towards  four  years,  Cnee 
Mr,  Robinfon,  the  Chaplain  of  the  Convent 
of  Englilh  Nuns  at  Liege,  put  himfelf  under 
the  c^re  of  Doitor  Le  Fevre — to  be  cured  of 
the  Gout — It  having  been  upon  the  loth  day 
of  July  1767,  that  this  Gentleman  took  the 
firfl  dofe  of  thefe  celebrated  Powders _ . 

It  is  but  too  true,  that  in  my  former  publi¬ 
cation,  I  lepiefented  this  patient,  as  radically 
cured  of  his  gouty  diforder  —  and  I  indeed 
thought  I  had  the  fafeft  authority  poffible,  for 

this  reprefentation - 1  had  his  own  evidence 

delivered  to  me  perfonally,  and  committed  to

writing;

writing  under  his  fign-manual,  which  I  hav^ 
ftill  in  my  poffefiion,  by  which  it  appeared, 
that  the  progrefs  of  the  Medicine,  in  this 
Gentlemans  cafe,  had  exafitly  correfpoqded 
with  the  Dofilor  s  theory  of  tt  *  1  1 '  ■““* 

It  had  afiled  upon  the  Gouty-virus,  in  a 
gradual  diminution  of  the  fits,  and  every  other 
arthritic  fymptom  —  the  parts  principally  af- 
fe filed  by  the  diftemper  had  recovered  their 
full  tone  and  rigour—  and  in  Mr.  Robmfons 
opinion,  at  the  time  of  my  perfonal  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  him,  the  gouty  difpofition  in  hi$ 
habit  was  entirely  deftroyed  — — 

In  this  point  however  he  was  mifiaken— 
and  in  this  part  of  it,  it  mult  be  ingenuouny 
confeffed,  Le  Fevre/s  theory  appears  to  ha\e 
been  too  haftily  adopted  — — 

For  in  February  of  the  lail  year  1770  — 
full  eight  months  after  the  time  affigned  by 
the  Dofilor  for  the  complete  operation  of  his 
Powders,  this  patient  had  a  return  of  his  gouty 
diforder  *—  the  circumftances  of  which,  upon 
the  clofeil  and  moil  careful  enquiry,  I  find  to  • 
be  as  follows  — — —

Towards! 
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Towards  the  beginning  of  the  year  1770, 
many  perfons  at  Liege  were  affe&ed  with  a 
fever,  attended  with  a  catarrh- — Amongfl  the 
reft,  Mr.  Robinfon  was  vifited  by  this  epide¬ 
mical  illnefs,  which  terminated  in  a  fwelling  in 
his  left  leg  - — Had  the  fwelling  relied  there, 
it  might  have  pafled  as  the  refult  only  of  the 
endemial  fever  — — • 

But  from  hence,  the  fwelling  attacked  alfo 
the  other  foot,  and  knee  of  the  leg  that  had 
been  firft  affedted  — -  The  cuflomary  gouty 
ftiffnefs  and  lamenefs  enfued,  but  without  the 
accompanyment  of  either  inflammation  or 
pain — —Mr.  Robinfon,  as  I  have  it  under  his 
hand,  being  able  to  endure,  each  joint  thus 
fwoln  to  be  handled,  or  even  gently  Itruck, 
without  any  fenfations  of  uneafinefs- — This 
ft,  if  it  deferve  the  appellation,  after  confining 
the  patient  to  his  chair  for  the  fpace  of  five 
days,  and  rendering  the  articulations,  which 
were  the  feat  of  it,  feeble  and  unpliant,  for  as 
many  more,  went  entirely  off— and  he  reco¬ 
vered  the  full  ufe  of  his  feet  and  knee  — 

Ever  fmce  this  attack,  as  I  am  authorized  to 
declare  from  a  letter  I  have  from  him,  now 
lying  by  me,  dated  the  27th  of  March, 

Mr, 
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Mr.  Robinfon  hath  continued  exempt  from 
every  the  lead  gouty  fymptom — he  enjoys  a 
(late  of  the  moft  perfe6t  health,  and  walks,  as 
he  alfures  me,  better  than  when  I  knew  him  at 
Liege,  which  I  again  aver  to  be  as  well,  as  the 
nimblelt  and  mod  a61ive  inhabitant  of  that 


It  may  be  remembered— the  next  patient 
upon  my  former  lift  was  Mrs.  Myers,  an 
Englifh  woman,  but  the  wife  of  a  tradefman, 
who  is  a  citizen  and  native  of  Liege- — —This 
perfon,  at  the  time  of  my  acquaintance  with 
her,  in  her  own,  and  the  eftimation  of  all  who 
knew  her,  was  a  moft  florid  example  of  the 
efficacy  of  Monfiem*  Le  Fevre’s  Medicine  — « 

The  Gout,  which  in  her  cafe  was  exceedingly 
inveterate,  has  here  alfo  exhibited  a  ftubborm 
nefs  by  no  means  reconcileable  to  the  fyftem, 
which  1  profefs  I  had  flattered  myfelf,  and  the 
Reader  of  my  former  Pamphlet,  that  Mrs, 
Myers  would  have  contributed  to  eftablifh  — ~ 


But  in  April  1770— this  accurfed  diforder, 
if  it  recovered  not  all  the  ground  it  had  loft 
by  the  efficacy  of  Le  Fevre’s  medicine,  it  feems 
at  leaft  to  have  gained  fo  frefli  a  hold  of  this 

patient ’a 
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patient’s  conftitution,  as  to  make  it  perhaps 
more  than  problematical,  whether  any  abso¬ 
lute  cure  be  effeflible  in  her  cafe  - - 


For  tho*  the  fit,  with  which  fhe  was  then 
vifited,  was  by  no  means  comparable  to  thofe, 
to  which  Mrs.  Myers  had  been  accuftomed 
before  her  taking  the  Gout-powders — yet  was 
it,  upon  this  occafion  as  heretofore — univer- 
fal —  attacking,  with  very  acute  pain,  every

one  half,  than  any  of  his  former  fits — and

Brother  Matthew,  whole  preamble  isfimilar 
to  that  of  brother  Nicolas — tells  me — that 
out  of  a  regard  to  truth  and  juflice  he  is  to  de¬ 
clare— that  for  the  1  aft  nine  years  of  his  life, 
he  has  endured  an  almofl  continual,  and  very 
painful  Gout —  -d  hat  it  is  now  a  year  fince 
he  took  the  Gout-medicine  of  Do6lor  Le- 
Fevre  s-  that  the  fits  with  which  he  hath  been 
vifited  within  this  period,  have  been  extremely 
flight,  the  word:  not  a  tenth  part  fo  violent  as 
thofe  he  fuftained  before  the  exhibition  of  the 
Powders  That  he  enjoys  at  prefent  the  very 
belt  (fate  of  health — —and  that  his  age  is  fixt.y- 
fix  - -  - » 

I  hold  myfelf  the  more  obliged  to  the  con¬

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them  will  ferve  to  anfwer  a  very  filly  objection 
jnade  to  the  pretenfions  of  Doctor  Le  t  evres.

For  this  reafon  is  it — and  in  full  difcharge 
of  every  debt  of  honour  the  mofl  diflantly  de¬ 
ni  andable  from  me — than  I  have  thought  it  ne- 
ceffary,  to  fubjoin  to  the  other  Liege  cafes,  the 
cafe  of  one  Mrs.  Vanfpalfen  of  that  City  - - - 

Upon  the  mod  juftifiable  grounds,  as  they 
appeared  at  leaf!  to  me,  the  cafe  of  this  patient 
was  omitted  in  my  former  publication — -I  had 
laid  it  down  as  a  rule,  to  admit  into  it  none* 
fave  of  thofe  with  whom  I  had  myfelf  cori- 
yerfed — — With  Mrs.  Vanfpaffen  I  underflood 
it  to  be  not  poflible  — 

But  as  the  omiffion  of  her  cafe  has  been  at 
length  made  a  very  malicious  ufe  of,  in  the

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St.  James’s  Chronicle,  and  with  no  little  art 
firft  brought  into  play,  about  the  time  of  Lady 
Teynham's  death— a  mo  ft  alarming,  however 
uncandid,  and  untrue  parallel  having  been 
drawn,  between  her  Ladyfhip's  cafe— and  Mrs. 

VanfpafTen’s - - 1  have  no  fcriiple  to  relate  to 

the  Reader  whatever  I  have  been  able  to  col- 
left  concerning  this  unfortunate  perfon — -and 
for  his  fatisfaftion,  I  here  give  a  tranflation  of 
the  circumftanccs  of  her  cafe,  from  an  account 
I  have  by  me  in  French,  under  the  hand  and 
feal  of  this  Gentlewoman’s  eldelt  fon  — 

According  to  this  attefted  paper  it  appears

For,  as  it  is  herein  hated — in  the  month  of 
November  of  the  year  1764,  certain  very 
flrong  paralytic  fymptoms  had  difcovered 
themfelves  in  the  parts  about  the  head  of  this 
patient- — thefe  fymptoms  indeed  had  fubmitted 
to  the  ufual  remedies -—but  again,  did  they 
make  their  appearance  in  the  month  of  Auguft 

following - -Of  thefe  alfo  fhe  was  in  like 

manner  relieved— -and  foon  afterwards  took  her 

firft 
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firft  dofe  of  the  Powders  for  her  gouty  dis¬ 
order  -  ■ 

The  fame  authority  informs  me,  that  Mrs. 
Vanfpaffen  was  firft  attacked  with  the  Gout,  in 
her  forty-eighth  year,  and  that  fhe  was  fubjeft 
to  two  fits  in  the  courfe  of  the  year,  the  dura¬ 
tion  of  which  was  from  four  to  five  weeks - 

It  recites  farther — that  the  Powders  operated 
upon  her,  according  to  their  ufual  courfe  — — - 
The  fit  with  which  fhe  was  vifited  in  the  month 
of  January  1766,  the  cuftomary  period  of  her 
winter  attack,  being  diminifhed,  as  to  its  wonted 
fe verity,  and  duration,  a  third  part - — 

In  the  following  April,  the  paralytic  fymp- 
toms  again  returned,  and  with  fo  much  vio¬ 
lence,  as  to  amount  to  a  diredl  palfy* — in  con- 
fequence  of  which,  the  whole  left  fide  of  this 
patient,  together  with  her  fpeech  became,  and 
continue  very  much  affedfed  by  it  — — 

During  the  months  of  January  and  February 
of  the  year  1 767 — my  Narrative  mentions— *• 
that  the  fubjedt  of  it  had  no  gouty  attack — but 
that  in  the  Auguft  following,  the  ufual  period 
of  Mrs.  Vanfpafl'en’s  fummer  vifitation,  fhe 
had  a  flight  fit,  which  lafted  three  days ;  Since 
which  time  the  Gout  hath  entirely  disap¬ 
peared  -  If 
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If  the  Reader  be  of  opinion,  that  this  afc- 
tefted  cafe  is  worthy  of  credit,  as  I  fee  no  rea- 
fon  why  it  Ihould  not,  he  will  be  perhaps  in¬ 
duced  to  agree  with  me  in  this  candid  com¬ 
ment  upon  it - * 

That  as  in  the  habit  of  Mrs.  Vanfpaflfen,.-  a 
paralytic  tendency  had  difplayed  itfelf  previ¬ 
ously  to  her  taking  the  Gout-powders — arid  in-* 
afmuch  as  after  the  palfy  had  become  manifeft, 
fome  Gout  {till  remained  in  her  constitution — * 
it  was  not  the  converfion  of  one  bad  diftem- 
per  into  a  much  worfe  — 

And  again — as  amid  ft  the  large  groupe  or 
perfons  who  have  hnce  taken.  Le  Tevre  s  re¬ 
medy,  not  one  that  I  have  heard  of  has  been 
fimilarly  affected,  the  Powders  feem  to  have 
had  not  the  leaft  hand  in  producing  this  poor 
woman’s  palfy 

In  one  point,  I  mu  ft  profefs,  I  muff  readily 
join  the  adverfaries  of  Le  Fevre  —  that  the

And  now,  my  gentle  gouty  brother,  and 
gentle,  I  hope,  I  (hall  find  thee — I  am  once 
for  all  delivered  of  an  intelligence  relative  to 
myfelf  and  others — of  which,  but  for  thy  poffi- 
ble  ufe,  and  improvement,  I  am  fufficientJy 
fenfible,  I  had  more  to  my  own  quiet — conti¬ 
nued  Hill  in  travail - - 

For — full  many  a  difhearteningcounfel — un¬ 
friendly  intimation--— and  illiberal  fuggeftion— * 
have  I  received,  while  yet  in  labour  of  the 
foregoing  and  following  pages — and  full  many 
a  reproach  and  bafe  infinuation  do  I  expe£l  to 
encounter,  fo  loon  as  this  lucklefs  child  of 
mine  is  thrown  upon  the  world— — But  I  re¬ 
pent  not —  not  only  humanity* — but  a  vindica¬ 
tion  alfo  of  my  own  honour  was  concerned  in 
purfuing,  at  leafi:  thus  far,  the  plan  I  had  be¬ 
gun  _ — 

<c  Keep  your  piece  nine  years* — was  the  advice 
Pope  was  ufed  to  give  to  impertinent  reciters 
of  their  own  poems  —  Something  of  the  fame 
call  has  been  the  advice  of  certain  welh mean¬ 
ing,  but  in  my  judgement,  over-cautious  friends 
—defer  your  publication for  atleajl  another  year— 

F  That 
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That  I  have  not  fo  done— or  indeed  totally 
fuppreffed  it — has  alone  arifen  from  the  follow¬ 
ing  confiderations  — — » 

I  was  willing — that  not  only  the  Gouty 
World,  but  the  Faculty  of  Fhyfic  in  general, 
fhould,  as  well  as  myfelf,  be  in  poffeffion  of 
what  has  occurred  in  the  progreffive,  as  well 
as  commencing  moments  of  the  Gout-medi¬ 
cines  operations  —  whether  it  made  for  or 
againil  its  operation  — — • 

Again — 1  thought  it  dihngenuous  to  conceal, 
what  was  a  clear  point  to  myfelf,  that  no  pre- 
cife  definitive  period  had  yet  abfolutely  ap¬ 
peared,  that  could  warrant  any  pofitive  afcer- 
tainment  of  the  time  neceffary  to  its  complete
